Monroe County was organized two years ago 


this winter. It was formerly a part of La Crosse 
county. 
At that time what nnw constitute this 


county, wns sparsely settled by the white man : 
bnt the Aborigines in large numbers roamed all 
over this section of country. Now we have n 
population in this country of about five or six 
thousand, aud constantly and rapidly increasing. 
The county sent, which is Sparta, i« situated on 
the La Crosse River, at the mouth of Bever 
Creek, about thirty miles east of the village of 
La Crosse. We are also on the line of the La 
Crosse and Milwaukee R. R., which must and 
will be built in a very short time. 


The main thoroughfare from Lake Michigan 


through the State to Minnesota, passes directly 
through Sparta. 


This great thoroughfare is crossed at this 


point by a very extensive travelled road lead- 
ing from Praria du Chien to Black River Falls. 
It will be but a short time before we sha.ll have 
a Railroad in operation between the above 
named points. Nature bus shaped this country 
in such a manner ae to make these the natural 
roads through it, nud when nature forms and 
dcterrainn these things, art seldom changes 
their natural course. 


Sparta contains a population of about nine 


hundred, and from present appearances, our 
population will double in one year. We have 
an extensive water-power here, although but 
slightly improved yet. 
Our citizens are indus- 


trious, intelligent and enterprising. Our coun- 
try ia well watered and timbered. The cli- 
mate is healthy, and for beauty of scenery &c , 
it cannot be surpassed any where in the West.
